Israeli Phantom jets bombing in

street. 
The lebanese Defense Ministry said 
Israeli jets struck an arm y radar 
station 18 miles east of Beirut and 
there were reports of Israeli arm or 
crossing into noncombatant lebanon 
as the four-day-old conflict widened. 


The Israelis also claim ed hitting 
m ilitary airfields deep inside Egypt. 
But Cairo said that on the ground its 
tanks were pushing back Israeli arm or 
in the Sinai and had stabbed nine miles 
into the desert captured by Israel in 
the 1967 war. 
A Syrian communique said the 
Israeli jets hit civilian targets in the 
capital of Damascus and on the out­ 
skirts of Horns, 90 miles to the north.

KUWAIT (AP) - Oil-rich Kuwait 
called today for an urgent conference 
of the Arab oil nations “to debate the 
role of oil” in the new Arab-Israeli 
war. 
The Kuwaiti government said Oil 
Minister Abdul Rahman Salem el Atiki 
was communicating the proposal to 
Saudi Arabia, Iraq, Libya, Algeria, 
Q atar and Abu Dhabi. Most of the oil 
m inisters are now meeting in Vienna 
for price negotiations with the m ajor 
Western oil companies. 
The announcement said Kuwait is 
prepared to host the conference to 
determ ine how their oil could be used 
as a weapon against Israel. 
Since the war began Saturday, there 
have been a number of Arab calls for a 
halt in oil shipments to the United 
States, Israel’s chief backer. But the 
only action was Iraq’s nationalization 
Sunday of the small Iraqi holdings of 
two American oil firms, Exxon and 
Mobil. And they were considered of no 
significance in the over-all production 
picture. 
Oil company and .shipping sources in 
London today rep o rted the first 
significant cutbacks in fuel supplies to 
W estern Europe due to the war. But 
they blamed geography rather than 
politics. 
The sources said there was no sign 
the Arabs were cutting oil production. 
But Aramco, the m ajor producer of 
Saudi Arabian oil, said it had cut the

to

M editerranean by 50 per cent because 
it goes through one of the two bat­ 
tlefronts, the Golan Heights. 
The line, known as Tapline, nor­ 
mally carries 475,000 barrels a day.

In the only roll call vote during the 
first day of debate on the bill, the 
Senate voted 53 to 33 Monday to 
prohibit strip mining of privately 
owned land to which the federal 
government holds the mineral rights. 
Majority I .cader Mike Mansfield, D- 
Mont., said the government has the 
rights to 1.7 million acres in eastern 
Montana alone, and 88 per cent of the 
surface is in private ownership. 
“Some of these families have lived 
there since the time of Custer and 
before,” he told the Senate. 
Sen. lice Metcalf, D-Mont., said 
federal regulation under the bill would 
go into effect only if the states failed to 
adopt and enforce .acceptable stand­ 
ards. 
“ Basically, this is a .state’s rights 
bill,” he said. 
But Sen. Jennings Randolph, D- 
W Va., said federal guidelines in the 
act were excessively rigid and would 
force up the cost of coal. 
“This is iii effect a federal dictation 
to the states of how the states shall 
regulate surface mining of coal,” 
Randolph said. 
Sen. Henry M Jackson, I)-Wash., 
chief sponsor of the bill, said it would 
increase me cost of most surface 
mined coal by only 60 cents a ton. 
Jackson said the bill “strikes a 
balance between strong environmental 
protection and the need for coal as an 
energy source.” 
“ We do not intend to accept any 
am endm ents which could upset this 
careful balance,” he said.

in the resort city of Mar del Plata. It 
was the fourth assassination since the 
return to power of Juan D. Peron. 
Police said that Julian Julio, 
secretary of a local union of bus 
drivers, was shot down by two gunmen 
in a bus terminal. His assailants 
escaped. Two other union men were 
wounded. 
Julio had been a close friend of 
Marcelin Mansi Ila, secretary of the 
regional branch of the General Con­ 
federation of Latx>r who was similarly 
ambushed and killed last week. 
The national head of the giant labor 
confederation. Jose Rucci, was shot to 
death Sept 25. Police blamed a faction 
of the Marxist People’s Revolutionary 
Army, the ER P, but there were 
suspicions that Rucci, a conservative 
and one of Peron’s closest associates, 
was the victim of the radical left wing 
of the Peronist movement. 
On the day after Rucci’s death, four 
men shot and killed Enrique Grym- 
berg, a member of the radical Peronist 
Labor Youth organization. The youth 
movement has been a bitter enemy of 
the conservative labor confederation. 
On Oct. 4, gunmen burst into into the 
offices of a newspaper in San Nicoles, 
120 miles north of Buenos Aires, and 
killed journalist Jose Domingo Co­ 
lombo. Callers identifying themselves 
as members of a Peronist youth 
organization said the paper employed 
“ too many Communists and leftists.”

Zealand, a major source of imported 
beef for American 
consumers, 
is 
developing a taste for Kentucky fried 
chicken and prepared turkey items fa­ 
miliar to U.S. supermarket shoppers. 


The Agriculture Department says 
New Zealanders seem to have taken 
well to such products as cooked turkey 
rolls, hickory-smoked breast meat and 
turkey salami. The result could be a 
new market for U.S. turkey growers. 


New Zealand, one of the world’s 
largest exporters of dairy products, 
wool, lamb and mutton, ranks second 
only to Australia as a provider of for­ 
eign beef to the United States. 
But a report today by the Foreign 
Agricultural 
Service 
in 
USHA 
illustrates what has been happening in 
many parts of the world: Consumers 
everywhere are looking for alternate 
sources of meat protein and to many, 
this means poultry. 
The report was written by Holland 
K. 
Anderson 
Jr ., 
who 
recently 
returned to USDA here after three 
years as agricultural attache in New 
Zealand. 
Although 
Anderson 
says 
the 
potential market for U.S. 
poultry 
products does not appear huge, the 


situation 
in

Zealand 
does

processors and farmers are facing in 
the world trade arena. 
For 
.ample, Anderson told a 
reporter, New Zealand is having to 
turn gradually from Britain as its 
primary market for butter and other 
dairy products because of the United 
Kingdom’s entry into the European

Thus, Anderson said, if new markets 
for dairy products cannot be found in 
the United States, Japan or among 
some of the developing nations, New 
Zealand farmers will be forced into 
other kinds of production.

Most extraordinary, in the view of 
those who have had to study these 
statements, is that they sometimes fail 
to communicate, which is the primary 
purpose of all words and numbers, 
even in a financial statement.

relatively few Americans with money 
to invest seemed satisfied to remain in 
a state of ignorance, relying on the 
wisdom of their broker or trust 
company. 
But now this nation has many 
millions of shareholders.

Four months 
later he did not need Parliamentary 
privilege any more, for the fall of the 
curtain upon his unnecessary life had 
signified that all was well with him 
again.”

NEW YORK (AP) 
The accounting 
profession has just released a report 
that in effect urges its members to 
produce financial statements that em­ 
phasize 
accuracy, reality, clarity, 
simplicity—that communicate rather 
than confuse. 
The figure that counts most in a 
corporate financial statement, a nine- 
man study group indicated, is "cash in 
hand,” real cash that is, in contrast to 
those profits that sometimes are 
produced on paper but cannot be 
demonstrated physically. 
The thrust of this accounting report 
appears to lie that financial statements 
should inform individual investors and 
other unsophisticated readers rather 
than just offer argot to the pro­ 
fessionals. 
That these goals, among many set 
down, should have to Ik- spelled out 
seems extraordinary, and it is. But 
that’s because many financial reports 
are extraordinary too. 
Most extraordinary, in the view of 
those who have had to study these 
statements, is that they sometimes fail 
to communicate, which is the primary 
purpose of all words and numbers, 
even in a financial statement. 
This might have been more calmly 
tolerated 
in the past, 
when the 
relatively few Americans with money 
to invest seemed satisfied to remain in 
a state of ignorance, relying on the 
wisdom of their broker or trust 
company. 
But now this nation has many 
millions of shareholders. And while 
most of them still won’t attempt to 
read a financ ial statement or an an­ 
nual report, they aren’t as willing to 
tolerate the' condition. They want in­ 
formation. 
In the absence of that information 
the* stock market has suffered. Many 
individual investors were scarred by 
their own and their brokers’ ignorance 
during the late 1960s, and they won’t let 


it happen again. 
The common reaction of such people 
has been to withdraw from the market 
and let the professionals play with 
each other’s money. And so, after 
rising for two decades to more than 30 
million, the shareholder population 
declined this year. 
Unsophisticated investors won’t buy 
if they read a report and conclude that, 
while all the figures seem to be in 
order, the overall picture is incorrect. 
Has this been the case? Have they 
been deluded9 You judge. 
The nation’s largest railroad, the 
Penn Central, was just days away 
from collapse before some of its own 
directors and executives became fully 
aware of this alarming situation. 
Mutual fund managers bought 
stacks of letter stock, shares which 
could not readily be traded except to 
sophisticated investors, and then as­ 
signed to them a market price when no 
market existed. 
Iiahd sales companies reported 
healthy profits because they included 
the full selling 
price 
in 
their 
statements even though they received 
only a small down payment, with no 
proof positive that the rest would be 
forthcoming. 
Franchisers reported instant, 
vigorous sales and earnings without 
selling any of the product. They sold 
franchises, or territorial rights to sell 
the product, hut in some instances, the 
franchises never sold anything.

Is surgery always necessary if the 
prostate gland becomes enlarged? 
Mr. R. K.,Tenn. 
Dear Mr. K.: 
The prostate 
gland 
generally 
becomes somewhat enlarged past the 
age of 40. Despite the enlargement, 
many men have no symptoms related 
to the enlargement of the gland. For 
them there is no need for treatment of 
any kind. 
It is only when the enlargement of 
the prostate interferes with the normal 
process of urination that some form of 
treatment is suggested. 
With marked enlargement, there 
may be frequent urination, especially 
during the night. Along with this may 
come the feeling that the bladder has 
not been completely emptied. Oc­ 
casionally, there is some difficulty in 
beginning the flow of urine. 
When enlargement of the prostate 
causes these or other urinary symp­ 
toms, massage of the gland may 
sometimes be effective. Surgery is 
performed when the symptoms are 
progressive and interfere considerably 
with 
urination. 
Cystoscopic 
examination gives a very exact picture 
of the size of the prostate, the condition 
of the urinary bladder, and then 
establishes the exact form of treat­ 
ment. 


salivary glands, three on each side of 
the face. Each pours the saliva that it 
manufactures through a tiny tube into 
the mouth. 
Saliva is most important for the 
beginning of the digestion of food, 
which starts in the mouth.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A five-year 
project to appraise nature in the same 
currency as a dam or canal has 
estimated fish and wildlife alone are 
worth a whopping $24 billion a year to 
recreation users in southeastern 
states. 
Other areas of the country were not 
studied. 
The study, due for release later this 
month, hands new ammunition to 
environment groups that feel the 
environmental costs of land and water 
development projects outweigh the 
economic benefits.

Police at the Niagara Frontier State 
Park gave this sequence of events: 
The outboard motor on a small boat 
conked out w hile I zee Sweitzer, 21, 
Jerry I .and, 20, Joanne Horn, 21, and 
ber son Michael, 14, all from the 
Buffalo area, were cruising the upper 
Niagara River. 
Tile boat drifted downstream toward 
rapids near Goat Island, and the 
passengers climbed out into w aist-high 
water. They stood in one spot, not 
daring to move toward the island 150 
yards away for fear of losing their 
footing in the current. 
Their boat was swept over the crest 
of Niagara's Horseshoe Falls. 
Park police took off in a sightseeing 
helicopter to attempt a rescue. But 
when one of the boaters grabbed the 
aircraft’s skid as it hovered over them, 
the helicopter went out of control and 
crashed into the river. 
The helicopter pilot and two police 
officers climbed out of the craft and, 
with the four others, clung to the 
wreckage for support. 
Park authorities then sent a police 
powerboat out, but its outboard engine 
tailed as the boat neared the group. 
Two officers from the patrol boat 
made their way to the ’copter, but a 
third officer, the last to abandon the 
boat. was caught by the current. He 
drifted about IOO yards closer to the 
falls before tieing pulled ashore by a 
“ human chain” of fellow police. 
The boat went over the brink. 
Finally, the end of a heavy cable was 
burled to the nine in the water. They 
anchoret! the end to the helicopter, and 
inched along the line to shore.

CLEVELAND, Ohio »A Pi- The 
Ohio Parent Teachers Association 
convention has rejected the national 
PTA’s stand opposing busing of school 
children to achieve racial balance. 


Ohio’s PTA was the first state 
organization to vote on the resolution 
which was approved by the National 
PTA convention last May. The national 
resolution supporting a U.S. con­ 
stitutional amendment to prevent 
involuntary assignment of students 
must be ratified by 31 states before it 
can become a part of the national PTA 
legislative program. 


The Ohio convention delegates 
debated the issue for 40 minutes 
Monday before defeating the proposal 
by a vote of 662 to 262. 
Some delelegates said they feared 
the amendment would be a step toward 
federal government control of local 
school boards. Others said they were 
confused over the meaning of the 
amendment. 
Many said they had come to the 
convention expecting to ratify the 
amendment according to recom­ 
mendations by their local units. But 
they said information they had been 
given was misleading and they ended 
by voting with their own consciences.

O n Busing 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- The 
Ohio Parent Teachers Association 
convention has rejected the national 
PTA’s stand opposing busing of school 
children to achieve racial balance. 


Ohio’s PTA was the first state 
organization to vote on the resolution 
which was approved by the National 
PTA convention last May. The national 
resolution supporting a U.S. con­ 
stitutional amendment to prevent 
involuntary assignment of students 
must be ratified by 31 states before it 
can become a part of the national PTA 
legislative program. 


The Ohio convention delegates 
debated the issue for 40 minutes 
Monday before defeating the proposal 
by a vote of 662 to 262. 
Some delegates said they feared 
the amendment would be a step toward 
federal government control of local 
school boards. Others said they were 
confused over the meaning of the 
amendment. 
Many said they had come to the 
convention expecting to ratify the 
amendment according to recom­ 
mendations by their local units. But 
they said information they had been 
given was misleading and they ended 
by voting with their own consciences.

McGovern Group Forms Caucus

CLEVELAND, Ohio I AP) — In quiet 
aftermath of their 1972 shellacking, 
liberal Democrats who backed U.S. 
Sen. George McGovern in Ohio have 
formed a 
Progressive 
Democratic 
Caucus to pursue liberal issues. 
Members of the new group — 
modeled after similar groups formed 
in other states — stress their com­ 
mitment to liberal issues, rather than 
to McGovern himself. 
"There 
is 
no 
relationship 
with 
McGovern 
whatsoever,” 
said 
Roy 
I^eib, a Cleveland attorney who helped 
found the caucus. "Most of us sup­ 
ported McGovern, but because he sup­ 
ported certain ideas." 
I^eib also dismissed the suggestion 


the caucus is a youthful continuation of 
the McGovern campaign — staffed by 
the stereotyped McGovern supporter 
in politics for the first time.

The upward spiral in food 
prices the past few years 
apparently has not dampened 
consumer enthusiasm for 
convenience-type poultry, 
according to the Agriculture 
Dcpa.tment. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl 
L, Buts has often referred to 
shoppers wanting what he 
calls “ built in maid services” 
in 
food 
products. 
That 
preference helps run up 
grocery bills and is not the 
farmer’s fault, he says, 
Food economists have ac­ 
knowledged in recent months 
that 
shoppers could 
save 
money by avoiding the higher 
cost convenience items. 
But 
the 
Economic 
Research Service in USD A 
says 
the 
popularity 
of 
“ further processed” poultry 
continues to climb and that by 
1980 nearly one-fifth of this 
nation’s per capita poultry 
consumption could be from 
the convenience items. 
The idea is this: Instead of 
a housewife buying a whole 
dressed chicken or turkey, 
cutting 
it 
up 
and 
then 
preparing a dinner from 
scratch, she is leaning more 
toward 
having 
food 
processors to do it for her. 
“ In three decades, con­ 
sumption of total chicken and 
turkey has tripled from 17 
pounds per person in 1940 to 
nearly 52 pounds in 1972,” the 
ERS says in the fall issue of 
Poultry and Exgg Situation. 
“ Consumption of further- 
processed poultry products 
has increased even faster, 
from 0.4 pounds per person in 
1940 to 7.8 pounds in 1972,” the 
report said. 
That means that about 15 
per cent of the per capita con­ 
sumption of poultry now is 
from convenience items. By 
1980 the share could rise to 
about 18 per cent. 
Items 
popular 
include 
frozen turkey roasts, pot pies, 


frozen dinners, whole bar­ 
becued chickens, breaded 


drumsticks 
and 
other 
specially prepared parts. 


Sales of fried chicken from 
franchised carry-out shops 
also have been a major factor 


in the over-all rise in per 
capita poultry consumption. 
But chicken 
for those 
outlets is mostly comprised of 
raw cutup parts and is not 
classified 
as 
further- 
processed poultry, the report 
said. 


Blind Hypnotist 
Has Advantage 


HOLLYWOOD, Fla. (AP) 
Blind hypnotist William 
Craft says you don’t have to 
stare people in the eyes to put 
them under. 
“ You can stare people in 
the eyes, but I don’t use that 
method for obvious reasons,” 
he says. ” 1 rely on my voice 
and have them close their 
eyes, relax and take a few- 
deep breaths.” 
Craft, who is believed to be 
the nation’s only 
licensed 
blind hypnotist, says his 
disability can be 
an 
ad­ 
vantage with young patients. 
Craft was 25 when he lost 
his sight through 
disease 
while a pharmacist’s mate in 
the Navy. He had learned 
hypnotism from a Navy 
doctor before losing his sight 
and studied hypnotism after 
leaving the Navy. 
“ I work only on referrals 
from 
physicians 
or 
teachers,” he says. “ I don’t 
charge for my services. It’s 
almost like a hobby. My 
favorite work is with kids who 
have educational problems. 
“ It doesn’t seem to bother 
them that I’m blind,” says 


Craft, now 49. ‘‘In fact, it 
often helps because my 
blindness interests them, and 
that helps them relax.” 
Craft said many of the chil­ 
dren he treats have reading 
problems and “ when they are 
hypnotized you can offer sug­ 
gestions that will help them 
overcome the problems. 
“ Actually, no one hyp­ 
notizes 
anyone. 
People 
hypnotize themselves. The 
hypnotist just helps them do 
it'.” 
Craft says hypnotism is 
gaining respectability and 
stature as an alternative to 
more conventional medical 
treatment. 
“ Doctors often send people 
with stress-related illnesses, 
things like skin disorders 
caused by nerves or ulcers.” 
Craft says. 
Craft, who gets around this 
community north of Miami 
with the aid of a dog, says 
hypnotism isn’t a “ cure-all. 
“ In fact, hypnosis alone 
isn’t going to cure anybody of 
anything. Like everything 
else, it has value if it’s put in 
the right perspective.”

ED D YVILLE, Ky. (AP) 
One of two prisoners charged 
with six slayings in Kentucky 
last week has been moved to 
an isolated cell after he ap­ 
parently tried to hang himself 
at 
the 
Kentucky 
State 
Penitentiary, officials say. 
Wiliner E. Scott, 36, of 
Chattanooga, Tenn., is being 
kept in a cell far from other 
prisoners, with only a bed, 
mattress, blanket and a 
commode, prison Supt. Henry 
Cowan said Monday. 
Scott and William Sloan, 24, 
of Louisville, were placed in 
separate cells in a four-cell 
complex, 
with 
special 
security 
rules, after both 
were charged with three 
killings at 
I^exington 
and 
three at Falmouth following 
their escape from the federal 
building at Ix?xington. 
Scott was found slumped in 
his cell Sunday night, Cowan 
said, with a bedsheet tied 
around his neck and around a 


metal clothes hanger on the 
wall about four feet above the 
floor. 
“ I really don’t know what 
Scott was trying to do, but the 
sheet was around his neck 
and he was slumped there,” 
Cowan said. 
A medical aide who found 
Scott in the cell told him to 
stand up, Cowan said, and 
Scott did so. 
He was taken to a hospital 
and examined, then returned 
to the prison and placed in the 
isolated cell. 
Sloan remained in the four­ 
cell complex. 
# 
Both men are checked by- 
officers frequently during the 
day and hourly at night under 
the security rules Cowan an­ 
nounced. 
The men must be hand­ 
cuffed before the doors are 
opened when being moved 
from their cells, and must be 
placed in leg chains as soon 
as the doors are opened.

Moustakas. 
The school is scheduled to 
cease operation in June, but

WASHINGTON (A F ) 
The upward spiral in food 
prices the past few years 
apparently has not dampened 
consumer enthusiasm for 
convenience-type poultry, 
according to the Agriculture 
Department. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl 
L. Butz has often referred to 
shoppers wanting what he 
calls “ built in maid services” 
in 
food 
products. 
That 
preference helps run up 
grocery bills and is not the 
farmer’s fault, he says. 
Food economists have ac­ 
knowledged in recent months 
that shoppers could 
save 
money by avoiding the higher 
cost convenience items. 
But 
the 
Economic 
Research Service in USDA 
says 
the 
popularity 
of 
“ further processed” poultry 
continues to climb and that by 
1980 nearly one-fifth of this 
nation’s per capita poultry 
consumption could be from 
the convenience items. 
The idea is this: Instead of 
a housewife buying a whole 
dressed chicken or turkey, 
cutting 
it 
up 
and 
then 
preparing a dinner from 
scratch, she is leaning more 
toward 
having 
food 
processors to do it for her. 
“ In three decades, con­ 
sumption of total chicken and 
turkey has tripled from 17 
pounds per person in 1940 to 
nearly 52 pounds in 1972,” the 
ER S says in the fall issue of 
Poultry and Egg Situation. 
“ Consumption of further- 
processed poultry products 
has increased even faster, 
from 0.4 pounds per person in 
1940 to 7.8 pounds in 1972,” the 
report said. 
That means that about 15 
percent of the per capita con­ 
sumption of poultry now is 
from convenience items. By 
1980 the share could rise to 
about 18 per cent.

Blind Hypnotist 
Has Advantage 


HOLLYWOOD, Fla. (A P) 
— Blind hypnotist William 
Craft says you don’t have to 
stare people in the eyes to put 
them under. 
“ You can stare people in 
the eyes, but I don’t use that 
method for obvious reasons,” 
he says. “ I rely on my voice 
and have them close their 
eyes, relax and take a few 
deep breaths.” 
Craft, who is believed to be 
the nation’s only licensed 
blind hypnotist, says his 
disability can be an ad­ 
vantage with young patients. 
Craft was 25 when he lost 
his sight 
through disease 
while a pharmacist’s mate in 
the Navy. He had learned 
hypnotism from a Navy 
doctor before losing his sight 
and studied hypnotism after 
leaving the Navy. 
“ I work only on referrals 
from 
physicians 
or 
teachers,” he says. “ I don’t 
charge for my services. It’s 
almost like a hobby. My 
favorite work is with kids w ho 
have educational problems. 
“ It doesn’t seem to bother 
them that I’m blind,” says 


Craft, now’ 49. “ In fact, it 
often helps because my 
blindness interests them, and 
that helps them relax.” 
Craft said many of the chil­ 
dren he treats have reading 
problems and “ when they are 
hypnotized you can offer sug­ 
gestions that will help them 
overcome the problems. 
“ Actually, no one hyp­ 
notizes 
anyone. 
People 
hypnotize themselves. The 
hypnotist just helps them do 
it.” 
Craft says hypnotism is 
gaining respectability and 
stature as an alternative to 
more conventional medical 
treatment. 
“ Doctors often send people 
with stress-related illnesses, 
things like skin disorders 
caused by nerves or ulcers.” 
Craft says. 
Craft, who gets around this 
community north of Miami 
with the aid of a dog, says 
hypnotism isn’t a “ cure-all. 
“ In fact, hypnosis alone 
isn’t going to cure anybody of 
anything. Like everything 
else, it has value if it’s put in 
the right perspective.”

mingham, Mich. 
“ It’s a long shot, but we 
hope that if we win $1 million, 
and with the publicity, maybe 
somebody with $100 million 
will donate the $4 million we 
need. You know...somebody 
who wouldn’t miss it,” she 
said. 
“ I’ve got faith,” said Miss 
Moustakas. 
The school is scheduled to 
cease operation in June, hut 
“ we are still in a period when 
anything can happen,” said 
Spencer.

Kiwanis Eyes 
8 Children Die I n Trailer Blaze 


Even with all the assurances of a 
presidential veto, the House recently 
passed legislation providing $800 
million in operating subsidies for 
urban mass transit systems. 
I am strongly opposed to the 
legislation and believe that it should he 
vetoed. Neither will it bail out the 
systems in distress nor will it help to 
improve mass transit in the country. 
But it will perpetuate obsolete 
systems, reduce needed local in­ 
centives and self-sufficiency as well as 
(»pen the Federal coffers to an endless 
stream of expenses for which the 
corresponding benefit to the taxpayers 
is highly suspect. 
It is a classic example of how 
millions of taxpayers dollars can be 
wasted in unwise legislation based on 
the preposterous theory that throwing 
money at a problem will somehow 
make it go away. 
If enacted, this legislation would 
mean that an estimated 1,000 local 
transit systems would look to the 
Federal government for help. But 
inder the allocation formula which is 
based on population, and passenger 
snd vehicular miles travelled only a 
handful of cities with obsolete systems 
would get the lion’s share of the 
money. Five cities, in fact, would 
receive over 40 percent of the funds 
each year. 
Besides this basic inequity, the 
greatest flaw of such a formula is that 
it has no relationship whatsoever to the 
efficiency of the operation of the 
systems involved. There are few 
safeguards protecting the already over 
strained Federal budget and virtually 
no assurances that the funds made 
available will encourage more ef­ 
ficient and improved operation of the 
systems living aided. In no time at all, 
the Federal government would be in a 
billion dollar, budget-busting, no- 
strings-attached subsidy business. 
Moreover, the problems plaguing 
mass transit systems are primarily 
local in origin. The decreasing 
ridership and increased costs which 
have plunged most of the nation’s 
mass transit systems into the red are 
the consequences of poor planning at 
the local level. If a mass transit 
system is located in an area where the 
local government chooses to provide 
incentives to use other modes of 
transportation by its land use policies, 
the pricing and supply of parking 
facilities and its traffic regulations, 
I hat system has only a minimal chance 
to survive without subsidies. 
To call in the Secretary of Trans­ 
portation and to involve him in the 
strictly local administrative decisions 
on such transportation policies as 
this legislation provides is absolutely 
unnecessary and saddles him with a 
responsibility that belongs at the local 
level. It would be one sure-fire way to 
increase red tape and Federal 
bureaucracy, but it would be no way to 
run a mass transit system. 
I fail to see where, if the Federal 
government began footing the bill for 
loosing mass transit systems, the basic 
ills plaguing them would miraculously 
disappear. Without any incentives for 
improvement but with someone else 
paying flu* costs, why should local 
communities face up to their mobility 
problems if Uncle Sam can be taken 
for a mass transit ride? 
1 also question whether money 
diould b»* provided to operate mass

systems 
if 
consumer 
preferences have not already created 
enough demand to sustain these ser­ 
vices profitably. During the hearings 
on this legislation earlier this year, 


even those witnesses advocating mass 
transit subsidies had to admit that the 
voters of their respective states had 
recently defeated referenda which 
would have aided mass transit 
systems. Why, then, should Federal 
taxpayers be asked to pay for that 
which the local taxpayers rejected? 
Why should the taxpayers of the Sixth 
District pay for the transportation of 
the people of New York or Boston? 
Youths Plead 
Not G uilty

HOUSTON, Tex. (AID - Trial dates 
have been set for early next year for 
two teenaged youths who claim they 
are innocent in the slaying of 27 young 
males here, the worst known case of 
mass murder in the nation’s history. 
Elmer Wayne Henley, 17, responded 
with “ not guilty” six times as each of 
six murder indictments against him 
was read by state District Court Judge 
William Hatten on Monday. 
David Owen Brooks, 18, said “ not 
guilty” four times on four murder 
indictments. 
Henley’s trial was set for Jan. 14, 
and Brooks will face a jury March 4. 
Ted Musiek, Brooks’ lawyer, in­ 
dicated he will request a sanity 
hearing for his client. He said that, if 
Brooks is found sane, he will ask that 
the trial be moved elsewhere. 
“ 1 don’t believe we can get a fair 
trial here,” Musiek said. Then, 
referring to the wide publicity the case 
has received, he added: “ But then I’m 
not sure where we can.” 
The two youths reportedly told of­ 
ficers a tale of brutal homosexual 
rapes and murders.

Even with all the assurances of a 
presidential veto, the House recently 
passed legislation providing $800 
million in operating subsidies for 
urban mass transit systems. 
I am 
strongly opposed 
to the 
legislation and believe that it should be 
vetoed. Neither will it bail out the 
systems in distress nor will it help to 
improve mass transit in the country. 
But it will perpetuate obsolete 
systems, 
reduce needed local in­ 
centives and self-sufficiency as well as 
open the Federal coffers to an endless 
stream of expenses for which the 
corresponding benefit to the taxpayers 
is highly suspect. 
It is a classic example of how 
millions of taxpayers dollars can be 
wasted in unwise legislation based on 
the preposterous theory that throwing 
money at a problem will somehow 
make it go away. 
If enacted, this legislation would 
mean that an estimated 1,000 local 
transit systems would look to the 
Federal government for help. But 
mderthe allocation formula -which is 
based on population, and passenger 
md vehicular miles travelled only a 
handful of cities with obsolete systems 
would get the lion’s share of the 
money. Five cities, in fact, would 
receive over 40 percent of the funds 
each year. 
Besides this basic inequity, the 
greatest flaw of such a formula is that 
it has no relationship whatsoever to the 
efficiency of the operation of the 
systems involved. There are few 
safeguards protecting the already over 
strained Federal budget and virtually 
no assurances that the funds made 
available will encourage more ef­ 
ficient and improved operation of the 
systems being aided. In no time at all, 
the Federal government would be in a 
billion dollar, budget-busting, no- 
strings-attachcd subsidy business. 
Moreover, the problems plaguing 
mass transit systems are primarily 
local in origin. The decreasing 
ridership and increased costs which 
have plunged most of the nation’s 
mass transit systems into the red are 
the consequences of poor planning at 
the local level. If a mass transit 
system is located in an area where the 
local government chooses to provide 
incentives to use other modes of 
transportation by its land use policies, 
the pricing and supply of parking 
facilities and its traffic regulations, 
that system has only a minimal chance 
to survive without subsidies. 
To call in tile Secretary of Trans­ 
udation and to involve him in the 
strictly local administrative decisions 
on such transpiration policies as 
this legislation provides is absolutely 
unnecessary and saddles him with a 
respnsibility that belongs at the local 
level. It would I m * one sure-fire way to 
increase red tape and Federal 
bureaucracy, but it would be no way to 
run a mass transit system. 
I fail to see where, if the Federal 
government began footing the bill for 
loosing mass transit systems, the basic 
ills plaguing them would miraculously 
disappear. Without any incentives for 
improvement but with someone else 
paying the costs, why should local 
communities face up to their mobility 
problems if Uncle Sam can be taken 
for a mass transit ride? 
I also question whether money 
should be provided to operate mass 
transit 
systems 
if 
consumer 
preferences have not already created 
enough demand to sustain these ser­ 
vices profitably. During the hearings 
on this legislation earlier this year, 


even those witnesses advocating mass 
transit subsidies had to admit that the 
voters of their respective states had 
recently defeated referenda which 
would have aided mass transit 
systems. Why, then, should Federal 
taxpayers be asked to pay for that 
which the local taxpayers rejected? 
Why should the taxpayers of the Sixth 
District pay for the transpiration of 
the pople of New York or Boston?

Henley’s trial was set for Jan. 14, 
and Brooks will face a jury March 4. 
Ted Musick, Brooks’ lawyer, in­ 
dicated he will request a sanity 
hearing for his client. He said that, if 
Brooks is found sane, he will ask that 
the trial I ie moved elsewhere. 
“ I don’t believe we can get a fair 
trial here,” Musick said. Then, 
referring to the wide publicity the case 
has received, he added: “ But then I’m 
not sure where we can.” 
The two youths reportedly told of­ 
ficers a tale of brutal homosexual 
rap s and murders.
